building and the

company’s headquarters, this Hoos­ 
ier businessm an who has spent l l 
years In Russia, told of a country 
which gradually Is su b o rd in atin g 
politics to business, Improvement 
of the life of its people and to 
establishm ent of Itself as a con­ 
cern which

m an’s stam p of “good pay.” 
He showed figures to prove th at 
R ussia is the g reat custom er of 
the cotton planters of the Am eri­ 
can southern states.

ican firms by the soviet. 
Finally, 
after declaring th a t Russian lead­ 
ers, like m any Am ericans, are p u t­

American trade on a firm basis, 
he pointed out th a t a 
growing 
tendency tow ard private capitalism 
m ay be seen In soviet cities. 
“The soclet governm ent, which 
Is In reality nothing more than 
th # commission form of govern­ 
m ent and sim ilar to the commis­ 
sion form of governm ent ta Amer 
lean cities, Ie in R ussia to stay,' 
said Smith, who, before his work 
In the interests of the cham ber 
of commerce w as an Indiana ra il­ 
w ay construction engineer. 
"Businessmen of 
Russia, 
like 
American business 
leaders, 
are 
willing to attend to business and 
let politics—recognition, argum ents 
regarding forms of 
government, 
propaganda—take care 
of 
Itself. 
The present leaders of R ussia are 
interested first In 
the 
Russian 
peoples’ w elfare; they have spent 
m ost of their lives in Russia. The 
extrem ist political leaders are out 
of control.” 
T he businessm en of Russia, he 
said, are accepting the new regime 
and are following the lead of the 
governm ent who bas been educat­ 
ing the people and m aking possi­ 
ble a more general distribution of 
wealth, a distribution which in ­ 
creases in size «every year. 
T urning to increased trade be­ 
tween the U nited S tates and R us­ 
sia Smith declared th at the in­ 
telligent societ leaders are direct­ 
ly responsible for increased sales 
of Unltetd States cotton to R us­ 
sia. 
“The governm ent has created a 
demand for a better clothed race,” 
he said, “by educating its people. 
A pproxim ately 80 per cent of the 
cotton used in R ussia textile mills 
comes from the United S tat eta.

BUENOS AIRES, Feb. I.—De­ 
mand for government control of 
the operations of meat packers in 
Argentina has been made ta a 
memorandum

The Argentine Rural society as­ 
serts that a "pool" has been form­ 
ed by the principal Interests In

packers are allowed to limit or ex­ 
pand, their shipments ta accord­ 
ance with their owa desires, their 
position ta the local m arket will 
constitute a monopoly sad a t the 
same time aa adverse fkctor where 
livestock breeder* are concerned. 
The Rural society asserts that 
th* continued activity of th* meat 


conference, with Us monopoly, de­

and spectators. 
It is believed here 
that the “stadium” was construct­ 
ed by Hawaiians many genera­ 
tions ago and used for the staging 
of spear throwing contests, wrest­ 
ling and dancing.

the mountains

Beauty Chats 


By A N N A L Y S It 
The ordinary dentifrice, whether 
it be powder, paste or liquid, is 
essentially a cleansing preparation. 
The ingredients which it contains 
are put there primarily for the 
purpose of beautifying the teeth 
by removing film and dirt. 
With 
the assistance of vigorous brush­ 
ing, the soap and chalk or pumice 
stone or other polishing material 
will clean and scour off most of 
these impurities. 
Occasionally, 
the 
mouth 
be­ 
comes acid, that is, the secretions 
such as the saliva, become acid. 
The teeth, which are composed 
largely 
of 
alkaline 
substances, 
when acted upon by acids, are 
likely to decay in such a manner 
as to destroy them. 
In order to 
prevent this decay, an alkaline ele­ 
ment, such as magnesia or chalk, 
Incorporated 
into 
the 
dentifrice 
will act as an antidote to the 
mouth acids. 
There is always an advantage In 
using mild antiseptics and as most 
dentifrices contain antiseptic fla­ 
voring oils you are almost sure to 
receive this mild 
medication in 
any dentifrice you select.

The tribe concerned In the latest 
example of this primitive 
fetish, 
lived on Palm Island, off the North 
Queensland mainland. It was be­ 
lieved by the natives that one of 
their number, Tommy Burketown, 
has acquired the reputation of a 
medicine man, and that lf he “point­ 
ed a bone’’ at an enemy, the later 
would d!» within six hours. When 
one of the natives died suddenly his 
father swore vengeance on 
the 
medicine man, believing him to 
have been responsible for his son’s 
death. 
Tommy Burkstown was lured 
away from tbs camp, and the fath­ 
er and several other native* fell 
upon him. He was then taken to a 
gully, and there the assailants com­ 
menced an age-old tribal practice 
of butchering him alive. Strips of 
flesh from the shoulder to the hip 
bone were cut from the medicine 
man's body. Meantims, word 
had 
been sent across to tbs mainland 
concerning the affray. Detectlvas 
rushed across to Palm Island In a 
swift motor boat and surprised the 
natives, interrupting their savage 
ritual.
